SULLIVAN COUNTY 
DELEGATION PROCEEDINGS 


The County Delegation was called to order in an emergency meeting at 
1:46 p.m., March 31, 1978, with Chairman Barrus presiding. He explained to 
the delegation that the reason for the emergency meeting was to pass ona 
County Budget. 


The County Commissioners voted to make comments on any item at any 
time during the budget discussion. This motion was made by Representative 
Tucker and seconded by Representative Townsend. 


Item #4100.00 through #4100.94 was in the amount of $223,313.00 and 
the motion was made by Representative Lewko and seconded by 
Representative Burrows. Commissioner Woodhull stated that there was a big 
increase in Workmans’ Compensation and they would need a lot more money 
in this item. After some discussion, it was voted to have the increase taken up 
at a later date; the monies raised at present were $223,313.00, and it was so 
voted. 


Item #4102 - Treasurer’s Account - was $1,300.00 Representative Lewko 
made the motion to raise the necessary monies and it was seconded by 
Representative Desnoyer and it was so voted. 


Item #4110 through #4110.94 was in the amount of $14,485.00 for the 
County Attorney’s office. The motion was made by Representative Lewko to 
raise the necessary monies, seconded by Representative Desnoyer and it was 
so voted. 


Item #4120 through #4120.97 - Register of Deeds - was in the amount of 
$57,864.00. The motion was made by Representative Tucker to raise this 
amount and seconded by Representative Scott and it was so voted. 


Item #4130 through #4130.97 - Register of Probate - was in the amount of 
$21,872.00. Office supplies was cut to $2,000.00 and dues, licenses, and 
subscriptions was cut to $1,000.00 from $1,300.00. The motion was made to 
raise the amount by Representative Tucker and seconded by Representative 
Burrows and it was so voted. 


Item #4140 through #4143 - The Sheriff's Department - was inthe amount 
of $63,265.00. The cut in this budget was salaries. These were as follows: J. 
McCusker, $12,720.00; R. Webster, $10,600.00; E. Bruno, $10,000.00; E. 
Nihill, $8,000.00. The motion was made by Representative Tucker to raise the 
monies and it was seconded by Representative Desnoyer and it was so voted. 


Item #4150 through #4150.70 - Medical Referee - was in the amount of 
$1,625.00 and Representative Tucker made the motion to raise the monies 
and it was seconded by Representative Scott and it was so voted. 


Item #4160 through #4160.96 - Court House - was in the amount of 
$15,110.00. $1,000.00 was added to the original budget at the request of 
County Commissioners. Representative Scott made the motion to raise the 
monies and it was seconded by Representative Desnoyer and the monies were 
so voted. 


Item #4170 through #4170.82 - Record Building - was in the amount of 
$5,870.00. Representative Scott made the motion that the monies were to be 
raised and seconded by Representative Desnoyer and it was so voted. 


Item #4180 through #4180.97 - Superior Court - was in the amount of 
$37,315.00. Jury payroll was put in in the amount of $12,000.00 instead of 
$14,000.00 and new equipment was cut. Representative Scott made the 
motion to raise the monies and Representative Tucker seconded it and it was 
so voted. 


Item #4181 through #4181.87 - Claremont Welfare Office Budget - was in 
the amount of $8,450.00. The motion to raise the monies was made by 
Representative Scott and it was seconded by Representative Desnoyer and it 
was so voted. 


Item #4183 through #4183.94 - Clerk of Court - was recommended in the 
amount of $60,341.00. The increase was in salaries and new filing equipment. 
The motion to raise the monies was made by Representative Scott and it was 
seconded by Representative Desnoyer and it was so voted. 


Item #4190 through 4190.58 - Public Welfare - was in the amount of 
$211,000.00. Soldiers’ aid was cut $1,000.00 and Board & Care of Children 
was cut $1,000.00. The motion to raise the necessary monies was made by 
Representative Lucas and it was seconded by Representative Desnoyer and it 
was so voted. 


Item #5100 through #5100.97 - County Nursing Home - was in the 
amount of $99,857.00. Salaries were cut for O. Ahern to $21,000.00 and R. 
Ahern to $11,500.00 Also cuts in postage of $200.00 and telephone of $500.00. 
The motion to raise the monies was made by Representative Lucas and it was 
seconded by Representative Brodeur and it was so voted. 


Item #5130 through #5130.97 - Dietary - was in the amount of 
$273,566.00. We reduced the amount of $273,566.00 because of the food to 
the jail was added in. The motion to raise the monies was made by 
Representative Lucas and it was seconded by Representative Desnoyer and 
the monies were so voted. 


Item #5140 through #5140.97 - Nursing Care - was in the amount of 
$746,106.00. Additions to equipment were cut $13,649.00. The motion to 
raise the monies necessary was made by Representative Lucas and seconded 
by Representative Desnoyer. There was some discussion about the article but 
Representative Tucker moved the question and it was seconded by 
Representative Scott and the monies were so voted. 


Item #5150 through #5150.97 - Operation of Plant - was inthe amount of 
$206,661.00. $1,000.00 was cut off the estimate of electrical bill. The motion 
to raise the monies necessary was made by Representative Spaulding and it 
was seconded by Representative Brodeur and it was so voted. 


Item #5160 through 5160.82 - Laundry & Linen - in the amount of 
$63,703.00. The cuts in the estimate were in supplies, $500.00 and in repairs to 
the equipment, of $200.00. The motion to raise the monies necessary was 
made by Representative Spaulding and seconded by Representative Scott 
and the monies were so voted. 


Item #5170 through 5170.97 - Housekeeping - in the amount of 
$112,585.00. The cuts were made in salaries $3,176.00 and it was left to the 
Supervision to make them. The motion to raise the monies necessary was 
made by Representative Spaulding and seconded by Representative Burrows 
and it was so voted. 


Item #5180 through 5180.82 - Physician & Pharmacy - in the amount of 
$80,930.00. The cuts were made in Drugs Billable in the amount of $1,000.00. 
The motion was made by Representative Spaulding and it was seconded by 
Representative Burrows to raise the monies and it was so voted. 


Item #5190.24 through 5194.29 - Special Services, Physical Therapy, 
Recreational Therapy, Chaplincy Services - in the amount of $40,286.00. The 
motion to raise the monies necessary was made by Representative Wiggins 
and it was seconded by Representative Desnoyer and it was so voted. 


Item #6100 through 6100.97 - Jail - in the amount of $134,699.00. Cuts 
were made in education and conferences by $75.00, Dues, $25.00, Clothing 
and personal items $306.00, Medical $300.00. The motion to raise the monies 
necessary was made by Representative Desnoyer and seconded by 
Representative Burrows. Commissioner Woodhull told the finance 
committee that the new jail would need more personel and more monies were 
needed in the budget by $12,000.00. Motion was made by Representative 
Ingram to increase the budget by $12,000.00 and seconded by Representative 
Townsend. The motion to add monies lost, and the original motion carries 
and it was so voted. 


Item #7100 through 7100.97 - Farm - in the amount of $88,070.00. The 
motion to raise the monies necessary was made by Representative Desnoyer 
and it was seconded by Representative Spaulding and the monies were so 
voted. 


Item 8360 - Cooperative Extension Service - in the amount of $52,000.00. 
There was a cut in salaries of $1,350.00. The motion to raise the monies 
necessary was made by Representative Desnoyer and seconded by 
Representative Brodeur and the monies were so voted. 


Item #8362.1 through 8362.7 - Special Grants - were: Homemakers’ 
Service, $20,500.00; County Engineers’ salary $17,696.00; and Soil 
Conservation clerk, $3,350.00; Supplies, $300.00; Telephone, $660.00; 
Postage, $250.00; FICA, $1,081.00; Bonds, $45.00; Insurance, $1,220.00; 
Dues & Publication $275.00; Travel, $1,200.00; fora total of $26,077.00. Item 
#8362.6 - Counseling Center - is to be $25,000.00; the Rehabilitation Center is 
to be $7,000.00, making a total of $78,577.00. The motion to raise the monies 
necessary was made by Representative Wiggins and it was seconded by 
Representative Burrows. Representative Tucker moved that $4,000.00 be 
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added for Helping Services and it was seconded by Representative Spaulding. 
Some discussion followed and Representative Desnoyer moved the previous 
question. This was seconded by Representative Wiggins. Representative 
Tucker’s motion lost by a 5to 4count. The previous motion was voted on and 
the monies were so voted in the amount of $78,577.00. 


Item #9100 through 9170 were debt interest on T.A. Notes, $28,000.00; 
Bonded Debt interest of $76,354.00; Bonded Debt Principal of $230,000.00; 
for a total of $334,354.00. A motion to raise the monies necessary was made 
by Representative Townsend and seconded by Representative Brodeur. 
Representative Desnoyer moved that county employees be reimbursed at 
fifteen cents ($.15) per mile. This was seconded by Representative Spaulding. 


A motion made by Representative Wiggins that the Commissioners meet 
with Selectmen of Unity to check on taxes was seconded by Representative 
Townsend and so voted. 


Representative Tucker moved that United Way be recognized by the 
County. This was seconded by Representative Townsend and so voted. 


Representative Tucker moved that $250.00 be added to the County 
Budget and used to make copies of the Finance Report so Public and 
Delegation could have copies. The motion was seconded by Representative 
Desnoyer and it was so voted. 


Representative Wiggins moved that expenditures be $3,033,454.00 for 
1978 and Income be $2,221,734.31 for 1978 and that the amount to be raised 
by taxes be $811,719.69. This was seconded by Representative Desnoyer, and 
it was so voted. 


The Finance Committee was presented with a petition for hazardous pay 
at the Jail. No action taken at present. 


Representative Barrus presented the following resolution and it was 
approved by the Delegation: 


Be it resolved; in Sullivan County Convention assembled, that the 
members of the County Delegation hereby express their great 
appreciation to the County Commissioners, County officers, staff 
and unpaid volunteers for maintaining exceptionally high levels 
of service, efficiency and economy in our County government and 
institutions, and, 


Be it further resolved; that we commend Superintendent and Mrs. 
Ahern, and staff for managing and operating the Sullivan County 
Home with such ability, devotion, care and concern, that it 1s 
recognized as one of the finest institutions of its kind in the State, 
and, 


Be it further resolved; that we give them all our sincere thanks for 
their cheerful and generous hospitality on this day, and other 
occasions. 
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Representative Desnoyer moved that the Delegation adjourn. This was 
seconded by Representative Palmer and was so voted at 3:25 p.m., March 31, 
1978.

In accordance with the laws of the State of New Hampshire, the 
Commissioners of Sullivan County herewith submit their annual report for 
the year 1978: 


We take pleasure in reporting another successful year of operation. 


Although it was a year of rapid inflation (food, electricity, fuel, 
equipment, etc.) our department administrators showed their expert abilities 
by staying within their given budgets. By doing so, our bottom line figures are 
in the black and a surplus shown. We take pride in being able to give 
outstanding services to the citizens and still have one of the lowest county 
taxes in the State. 


This was the year our new Jail and House of Correction was put into 
operation. The Facility had some problems but these were quickly corrected. 
Problems have always existed keeping human beings in confinement and will 
arise until the end of time. 


The New Hampshire Correctional Officials publicly reported that 
Sullivan County had the best Jail and House of Correction in the State, which 
made us very proud of our efforts, over the years, in getting the jail out of the 
basement of our hospital. 


Superintendent and Mrs. Omer Ahern, Dr. Robert MacDonald and Mrs. 
Elizabeth Mettler, plus a dedicated staff of efficient nurses, continue to 
administer the finest of nursing care to a capacity filled Nursing Hospital. 


Although there is extreme satisfaction in caring for 194 patients, it is still 
heart breaking to realize that a long list of citizens in need await the first 
opportunity for a bed. It is still more distressing in the fact that some cannot 
wait. 

Sullivan County is no different from other N.H. Counties. We are also 
growing. Some of our departments need expansion room. The Probate Court 
Room and vault need expanding as does the Register of Deeds and the 
Commissioners’ office, as well as Phase II in the Superior Court. The 
Claremont offices are continuously under study by the Commissioners 
because of the uncertainty of our present rented space. 


The above was mentioned because few people realize the problems of 
their County. It is too bad that space hinders the press and citizens from 
attending the weekly meetings of the Commissioners. We welcome citizen 
input and reporters’ releases that can foster a better county. 


In the following pages you will find detailed information by persons in 
charge of their specific departments. 


It is with deep gratitude that we express our appreciation to all our staff, 
the County Delegation and all persons who assisted in the work of the county 
during 1978.

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SHERIFF’S ANNUAL REPORT 


In my last year’s report, I had said that 1977 was the busiest year I had 
seen in the Sheriff's Department. At that time, I hadn’t foreseen the increase 


for 1978. 


This year our transporting increased from 397 prisoners in 1977 to 560 in 
1978. This also adds to our mileage, and that reflects on our budget due to the 
higher gasoline prices. 


Our arrests are up because of the fact that County Attorney Edward J. 
Tenney II is presenting more cases, and getting more indictments through the 
Grand Jury. This is another reason for increased mileage and gasoline 
consumption. 


The amount of money which this office turned over to the County for 
Civil fees from our services was $8,700 in 1977; this year it was $10,665. 


I would like to thank all the agencies -- State, County, and local -- that 
cooperated so fully with the Sheriffs Department during my twelfth year as 
Sullivan County Sheriff.

COUNTY ATTORNEY’S REPORT 
December 31, 1978 


In accordance with the Revised Statutes Annotated for the State of New 
Hampshire, I submit my report as County Attorney for the year, 1978. 


The number of indictments presented to the Grand Jury, this year, 
exceeded that for 1977 as did the number of misdemeanor matters tried at 
both the Superior Court and District Court level. 


In addition, the number of Habitual Offender petitions presented 
increases each year while the number of Reciprocal Support petitions either 
filed through my office or prosecuted through such has doubled in three years 
time. 


During the Fall Term, 1978, I was in Court on criminal matters every day 
court was in session, but four, from September 13th through November 3rd, 
from 9 A.M. until, sometimes, 6 P.M. so one could safely say it was an 
extremely busy term, criminal wise. 


At a recent meeting of all County Attorneys held at the Attorney 
General’s office, criminal legislation to be proposed by the Attorney General’s 
office to the incoming legislature was presented to the County Attorneys for 
comments. We all realized that should the legislation be enacted it would 
mean more of our time spent on criminal matters but we also agreed it would 
tighten and toughen our criminal laws which we are all in favor of. 


I know of no County Attorney who feels our criminal statutes are tough 
enough and or that the penalties are severe enough as they are presently 
written. The public has no idea, nor does it realize, that when a person is 
sentenced to a term of 7-15 years that, actually, the defendant would be 
released in approximately 34 years and would probably be out on a work 
release program before the 3'4 years was up. Legislation will be proposed 
which will allow a court to sentence a defendant to aterm of 6-7 years or 14-15 
years rather than the present 34-7 or 714-15 years, in other words, it is hoped 
the legislature will amend the sentencing statute to the effect that the court is 
no longer compelled to set the minimum time to be served to be no more than 
half the maximum sentence. We all feel and I am perhaps more concerned 
than some that when a person is sentenced to a term of 7!4-15 years, he should 
not be released before that 7!4 minimum sentence is served, which is not 
presently the case. I believe the public deserves more protection and 
consideration than it presently receives under our sentencing statute.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners: 


It is once again a pleasure to submit our annual report on the county 
institution. The year, 1978, has been especially busy and challenging. 


The Nursing Hospital has been operating at full capacity with a long 
waiting list of Sullivan County residents in need of nursing care. To provide 
for the welfare and comfort of the residents we offer a full range of services 
including administrative, medical, nursing, social, physical and occupational 
therapy, dietary and recreation. 


One of the more difficult problems we have had to deal with this year has 
been the providing of adequate staff for all departments. We find that we do 
have a turnover of personnel, and that many times we are the training area for 
other businesses and facilities requiring trained personnel. Even though we 
have good fringe benefits, our wages are low in comparison to many 
industries. With the cost of living rising very rapidly due to inflation, some of 
our trained staff leave us to obtain employment where the weekly benefits are 
greater than what we offer. Many times their new employment is for a short 
time and they may find themselves out of work. But the Welfare laws are so 
liberal and unemployment compensation so generous that they feel they are 
better off unemployed than to work for the wages we can afford to pay. All of 
this adds to the difficulty of finding capable employees and keeping them on 
the job. 


The time finally arrived when the Correctional Facility could be moved 
from the basement of the Sanders Building where it has been located for forty- 
eight (48) years to its new location. What a relief for residents, nurses, and 
administration! The new Correctional Facility, which opened in April, 1978, 
is a welcomed addition to this fine institution. Many residents of Sullivan 
County as well as dignitaries throughout the state attended the Open House. 
It is the only state approved correctional facility, and it should serve the 
County well for many years. Mr. Tommy Grayson of Claremont has been 
appointed Correctional Supervisor. 


Our county farm program is continuing to improve under the direction of 
Ken Wirkkala. A fine, highly productive dairy herd as well as quantities of 
fresh farm products have reduced the cost of the Nursing Hospital and 
Correctional Facility to the county tax payer. 


Rosa and I want to thank our County Commissioners and all other 
county officials for their continuous cooperation, support and assistance 
during the past year, which contributed much to the smooth operation of the 
facility. 


Our thanks to Dr. MacDonald for his fine medical coverage, Mrs. 


Mettler and her nursing staff for the good nursing care of the residents, and all 
personnel for their loyalty and understanding, which is so much appreciated.

PHYSICIAN'S REPORT 


During 1978 the health care program at the County Home and 
Correctional Facility further developed and matured. The many new 
concepts of care that had been initiated proved to be effective tools and were 
well received. 


Rehabilitation became a major thrust in our treatment program. 
Rehabilitation services expanded with an enlarged Physical Therapy 
Department, Occupational Therapy and Activities program. Our nursing 
staff participated in the role of rehabilitation nursing thus providing a truly 
effective team approach. The multi-disciplinary approach to patient care has 
proven to be very effective here at the home. 


Of course, our waiting list remains long, reflecting not only better patient 
care but also increased demand. There are those who would say that the 
county has an adequate number of long-term beds, but when we look at our 
waiting list we find that hard to accept. 


Finally, I cannot fail to mention my gratitude to all of those fine and 
dedicated staff here at the county complex who make this place work so well. 
The County Commissioners work hard and long with the Administrator and 
myself to ensure that the citizens of Sullivan County have a County Home to 
be proud of.

The Sullivan County Delegation met on December 19, 1978 at 1:30 P.M. 
in the Court House, Main St., Newport, N.H. 


Members of the Delegation present were Frederick Domini, Robert Brodeur, 
Sim Gray, Edmund Belak, Harry Spanos, Stanley Williamson, George 
Wiggins, Donald LeBrun and Mable Cutting. 


The purpose of the meeting was to hold a public hearing on the budget 
estimates as submitted by the County Commissioners. 


Mr. Wiggins presented the proposed budget and few questions were asked. 
Mr. Henry Sheehan, Clerk of Superior Court, asked for an increase of 
$1,400.00 for salary increases for four employees. Mr. Jim Johnson, director 
of the County Extension Service asked that $50.00 additional be added to his 
request to cover additional Social Security Expense. These requests were 
noted and referred to the Finance Committee. 


A communication was read from Leon H. Geil, District Engineer, Sullivan 
County Conservation District, in regard to the Solid Waste Feasibility Study 
to be conducted by Claremont, Newport and the Vermont communities. A 
copy of letter is included with these minutes. The communication was referred 
to the Finance Committee. 


Mr. Remington Woodhull read the proposed expenditures for Revenue 
Sharing Funds for 1979 - Nurses Salaries $100,000 and Intermediate Nursing 
Care $100,000. There were no questions and no discussion. A copy of 
proposal is included with these minutes. 


A letter from the Sullivan County Commissioners requesting authorization 
to over spend account number 4190 - Public Welfare in all categories for a 
total of $64,611.00. This was approved by the Finance Committee. Copy 
included with these minutes. 


A request to borrow the sum of one million, two hundred thousand dollars 
($1,200,000.00) was approved by the Finance Committee. Copy included with 
these minutes. 


Mr. Remington Woodhull requested that the County Delegation meet with 
the County Commissioners following the close of the meeting. 


Mr. Wiggins announced that he had appointed Mr. Edward Belak as a 
Delegate to the Extension Service; Mr. Sim Gray to the Homemakers 
Service; and Sara Townsend to the Counselling Service.

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SULLIVAN COUNTY ANNUAL ENGINEERING REPORT 


Since the creation of the District Engineering position in 1973 the 
utilization of the position has continued to increase each year. 1978 was the 
first year that at least one (1) request was received from each of the fifteen (15) 
communities within Sullivan County. In addition, assistance was provided to 
two (2) school districts, five (5) consulting engineers and/or surveyors, the 
Upper Valley - Lake Sunapee Planning Council, the NH Water Supply and 
Pollution Control Commission, the Claremont Citizen’s Action Group, the 
Sugah Valley Snow Riders, Inc., and Sturm-Ruger, Co., Inc. 1978 also 
provided the greatest number of requests to date with a total of 692 requests 
being received or 94 more than the previous year. 


The single most time consuming project for the year has been the solid 
waste issue. The waste study authorized by the County Commissioners in 
December, 1976 and compiled by this office and the Upper Valley - Lake 
Sunapee Planning Council, was completed and presented in May, 1978. As 
that Study developed, it was realized that outside consultants would have to 
be retained to do detailed feasibility analysis of an incinerator/heat recovery 
facility. Other methods of waste disposal had been basically ruled out during 
the original Study, for a number of reasons, depending on the method. 


In December, 1978 Newport and Claremont pooled their funds with the 
New England Regional Commission and the Southern Windsor Regional 
Planning and Development Commission to begin a detailed three (3) phased 
Study of an area-wide solution to the solid waste problem. In addition to the 
Study, technical assistance was applied for and granted the Study area from 
the Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) as a result of funds being 
provided from the Resource Conservation and Recovery Act (RCRA) of 
1976. The first phase of the Study is well under way and is to provide accurate 
quantities of solid waste, it’s composition and evaluate the feasibility of an 
incinerator/heat recovery facility for the area. As PhaseI was beginning EPA 
announced the availability of funds for resource recovery projects. Although 
these funds were primarily for urban areas, it was felt the present Study area 
would qualify for funding and an application was filed in December for Phase 
II and III. To date, no reply has been received concerning the grant, and is not 
expected until February or March, 1979. 


In addition to solid waste studies, construction inspection was provided 
for approximately five (5) miles of new roads in Springfield, the solid waste 
transfer and recycling station in Sunapee and the new foundation under the 
Sunapee Town Office Building. Although the towns handled policy matters, 
construction inspection, guarantees, bonding and other related matters were 
handled by the District Engineer. Construction inspection on these projects 
provided quality control previously unavailable to communities without their 
retaining a private consultant at a much greater expense. 


Continued planning assistance was provided to the NH Water Supply 
and Pollution Control Commission in the development of a statewide non- 
point source pollution program, commonly known as the 208 program. As in 
previous years, technical assistance has been provided in the areas of 
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sediment and erosion control, leachate control, septic system criteria, and 
road salting. Assistance with obtaining State permits as well as design 
suggestions were provided the Sugah Valley Snow Riders of Claremont to 
divert the Sugar River from washing one (1) of their main trail bridges out. 
Assistance provided Sturm-Ruger consisted of explaining procedures related 
to crossing the Sugar River with a new bridge. Several engineering and 
surveying consultants requested assistance with flood plain data for several 
communities, design criteria for storm water detention within proposed 
developments, and subdivision and zoning information. In addition to the 
Countywide Waste Study assistance was provided to the County facilities in 
Unity with regard to finish grading and landscaping at the new correctional 
facility, as well as making recommendations for improvements to the access 
road serving the total complex. Community law suits once again were 
common with the Towns of Goshen and Plainfield being the most prevalent. 
The remaining services were the more common problems related to 
subdivision review and inspection, resolving drainage problems, assisting 
with individual community solid waste problems, assisting school districts 
with transportation problems as they related to new subdivisions, site 
evaluations for town buildings and/or facilities, contract negotiations, 
bonding, etc. 


In summary, 1978 proved to be a very busy as well as productive year. 
Recognition of the position appears to be increasing not only with the 
involvement in State matters but with requests being received for 
participation in various forums and seminars in the New Hampshire- 
Vermont area concerned with growth, education, solid waste, and land use. 
The services being requested continue to be varied and provide a constant 
learning experience. This is not to imply that the position is a training ground, 
but instead, point out the diversification of the position. To date, 1979 
appears to be even more encouraging.
